The California Junior College Student Government As- 
sociation héld its annual convention at Asilomar Conference 
Grounds in Pacific Grove last week end, November 19, 20, 


and 21. 


‘Approximately three to four hundred students were*in at- 


tendance at the conference. The 
cost per student was $17 for the 
three days. This included lodging 
and three meals a day. 

The association has grown from 
15 to 65 junior colleges, and it is 
now representing 75,000 junior -col- 
lege students of California. These 
conferences provide a mutual meet- 
ing ground where the junior col- 
leges of the state, regardless of size 
or native interest, can meet to dis- 
cuss and exchange ideas that may 
be of some benefit to other junior 
colleges in the system. It also pro- 
vides an excellent foundation for 
broadening the experiences of the 
student leaders of today who may 
rightfully be the leaders of the 
world tomorrow. 

Representatives from Hartnell 
were Dick Eppley, student body 
president; Linda Lawrence, secre- 
tary; Cloyse Little, commissioner of 
public relations; Esther Williams, 
commissioner of social activities, 
and Troy George, commissioner of 
assemblies and rallies. Mr. McCal- 
lum and Miss Handley went along 
as advisors. 

Napa and Vallejo colleges played 
host for this conference, with Mon- 
terey Peninsula, San Francisco City, 
Stockton, West Contra Costa, Santa 
Rosa, Hartnell, and Marin as the 
assisting colleges. This committee

The big problem facing the 
Hartnell football team was 
whether they wanted to commit 
themselves to an all-out drive to- 
waru this year’s Junior Rose Bowl 
and risk losing any other bowl bid. 
Coach Dick Voris announced the 
squad’s decision to go for the Jun- 
ior Rose Bowl. “The team felt 
that as defending Western champi- 
ons and national co-champions they 
should aim for the Junior Rose 
Bowl,” stated Voris.

GETTING YOUR CARD: As soon as you start work in a 
job served by social security, go to the nearest social security 
field office and apply for a card. If there’s no office near 
you, get an application card at the post office and mail it in. 
Do this, too, if you don’t already have a card and are work- 


ing in a job that came under so- 
cial security for the first time in 
January. 

The card will come with a stub, 
bearing your name and number, 
attached. Tear off the stub and 
_ Stash it away in a safe place; you 
may need it. later.

show the card to your new em- 
ployer at once. 


IF YOU LOSE YOUR .CARD 
take or send that stub to the social 
security office and ask for a dupli- 
cate. You can get a duplicate even 
if you haven't saved that important 
stub, but it will take longer. 

Make sure that you ask for and 
get a duplicate and not a new one. 
If you should get yourself two so- 
cial security numbers, you'll be 
fouled up for rair. If that ever

Like Spanish music? If you do 
you'll love the top tune for this 
week. It’s the Les Paul - Mary 
Ford record, “Vaya Con Dios.” This 
is done in the style that has been 
made famous by Les and Mary, 
that “rippling rhythm - multiple 
voice” manner. 

If you’re not the Spanish type 
but still like a bit of foreign flavor 
in your songs, the second place 
tune should be just what you're 
looking for.

HOW ARE YOUR BENEFITS 
FINANCED? By payroll taxes paid 
in equal amounts by you and your 
employer. Until’ the summer of 
1952, the law said benefits could 
be paid with funds appropriated 
from general tax revenues if nec- 
essary; but from then on that’s out. 
Payments into the fund, which are 
invested in government bonds, 
must pay for everything. 


THE AMOUNT YOU PAY de- 
pends upon your income. Each 
year you must kick in a certain 
percentage of your total pay for 
the year. It is usually deducted in 
equal installments each pay period. 
Your employer then adds an equal 
amount, and sends in the money. 
There’s no tax, however, on any 
earnings above $3,6@) a year. 

The tax rate will be gradually

IF YOU ARE SELF-EMPLOYED, 
does that mean you must pay dou- 
ble, an employe’s tax and an em- 
ployer’s tax? No, you'll pay be- 
twixt and between, like this: 1951-3, 
24% 1954-9, 3%; 19604, 34%; 
1965-9, 444%; 1970 on, 474%. You 
will pay the tax at the same time 
you pay your income tax and use a 
special part of the same blank. 

HOUSEWIVES AND FARMERS 
will have to deduct taxes from the 
pay of the household employes and 
farm workers. They will have to 
pay an equal amount. They will 
have to forward all the money and 
a record of wages paid to the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, four 
times a year. Farmers will use 
something called Form 941 for this, 
the same one used by business es- 
tablishments. Housewives will use 
a new, simple envelope form.

Mr. Wilbert J. Robinson’s Na- 
ture Study class had the opportu- 
nity of visiting the Spreckels Sugar 
factory recently. 

This factory, the largest of its 
kind in the world, was started by 


the German, Spreckels, in 1888, in 


the Watsonville area. A decade 
later Spreckels moved the plant 
to its present location. 


The class was met at the plant 
by an excellent group of guides 
headed by Mr. Jack Goodrich. Mr. 
Goodrich has been: employed in 
nearly every department of the 
factory since 1903 and is very well 
informed as to the processing of 
beets into sugar. In his fifty years 
of employment at Spreckels, Mr. 
Goodrich has seen continuous im- 
provement and modernization of 
the plant. Much of the eqiupment 
now in use was installed only this 
year. 

Among other things, the guides 
pointed out to the students that 
Spreckels uses as much gas in one 
day for its operations as the city 
of Sacramento does. Guides assist- 
ing Mr. Goodrich, including some 
former Hartnell College students, 
were John Wilson, Al Frost, and 
Gordon George.
